Most of the tables in this publication have been prepared entirely on a 
monthly basis to provide easy comparison of data, With a few exceptions, annual 
and quarterly figures are expressed as monthly averages and these can be converted 
to actual totals by multiplying by 12 and 3 respectively.

Monthly average 1,741 
Therefore annual total = 12 X 1,741 20,892 
(Actual figure is 20,891) 


Deaths in December quarter 1965 - 
Monthly average 739 
Therefore quarterly total = 3 X 739 22k
